Chicago, July 5.—The membership 
ef sixteen railroad labor organiza- 
tions, including the Big Four Broth- 
srhoods, will decide through a ref- 
srendum vote by September 1 
whether to accept or reject the 12 
oer cent wage reduction that went 
into effect on railroads throughout 
the country July 1, it was decided 
tonight by the chief executives and 
1.500 general chairméfnof the or- 
ganizations. 

The genera) chairmen decided that 
they conld not assume responsibili- 
ty for the wage reduction that was 
ordered by the railroad labor board. 

E. H. Fitzgerald, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway and Steam- 
ship Clerks, Freight Handlers, Ex- 
press and Station Employees, said 
that “nothing can be expected of 
the railroad employees interested in 
the decision of the labor board ex- 
cept to resist to the fullest extent 
the reduction of rates of pay and 
‘he proposed abrogation of certain 
favorable working conditions.” 

Rules Aftected. 

The resolution gaid that the gen- 
eral chairmen were required not 
only to coneider a wage reduction, 
but in many instances railroad offi- 
cers have served notice of their in- 
tention to abolish time and one-half 
for overtime in freight and yard 
service, In addition thereto to re- 
vise schedules for the benefit of 
railroads by abolishing many rules 
and conditions, which in the ag- 
gregate mean the loss of much 
money and the creation of lese fa- 
vorable conditions for the various 
classes of employees. 

“Much uneasiness and unrest ex- 
ist,” the resolution continues, 
“which cause deep concern and add 
to the serjousness of the situation 
and establish a condition of affairs 
which makes it practically imposs!- 
ble for the genefal chairman to 
take the responsibility of deciding 
these important questions, for the 
reason that we hold that no re- 
duction in wages of the various 
clasgees is justifiable.” 

The resolutions directed the ex- 
ecutive officers to call to the atten- 
tion of those in authority “the fact 
that certain carriers, namely, the 
Missouri and North Arkansas rail- 
way and the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railroad have disre- 
garded the decision and flouted the 
authority of the ratlroad labor 


board.”

Damage 
amounting to $10,000 is claimed by 
the widow against Donehoo & 
Bazemore for “tortuously, wrong- 
fully and wilfully withhoiding the 
body of her husband from her.” 

ln the petition it is stated that! 
after the accident and before the 
undertakers employed by the fam- 
ily could take charge of the body 
employees of. Donehoo & Baze- 
more took the body into their cus- 
tody and carried it to their place 


of business. When Greenberg & 
Bond, the firm employed by § the 
tamily of Emerson, called at Done- 
hoo & Bazemore’s for the corpse 
they Were not allowed to take it 
until $60 had been paid. according 
to the petition. 

It was usserted 
that Paul Donehoo and T. C. Baze- 
more took possession of the body 
without any authority. without the 
consent of the widow, and over her 
protest. 

“The action of the defendant is a 
malicious and intentional tort and 
wrong done without any lawful ex- 
cuse whatever.” the petition reads.

Not “Body-Snatching.”’ 

T. C. Bazemore, manager of Done- 
hoo and Bazemore, issued a state- 
ment Tuesday night in which he 
declared that the removal of Eme;- 
son's body to his establishment 
“was not a case of body snatching.” 

“In reference to the charges for 
embalming,” said Mr. Bazemore, 
“the body was in such condition as 
to require the service of three em- 
balmers for almost four hours. 
There is a custom among the un- 
dertakers, that when a ‘family de- 
sires some other firm to take 
charge of the body, the second com- 
pany pays the first concern for 
services rendered and the body 1s 
released. 

“The only reason we took charge 
of the body after tae engine was 
lifted from it, was because no other 
undertaker was present. I did not 
see his wife because she was hys- 
terical, but one of her friends told 
me that she thought it would be al! 
right for us to take possession of it. 

“When Greenberg and Bond, 
which holds a contract with the 
railroad, demanded the body, the 
only reason we did not surrender it 
was because we wanted our monev 
for services rendered,” he concluded.

DEBT GIVEN AS CAUSE 
OF DESPERATE BATTLE 


Man Who Met His Death 
Fired First Shot and 
Also Used Knife on 
Slayer, Says Witness. 


At an early hour this morning 
the curtain was slowly dropping 
on the closing scene of the battle 
to the death waged yesterday aft- 
ernoon between J. A. Bancroft, 50 
yearg old, of 127 MeMillan street, 
and W. W. Fenley, 72 years old, of 
46 Curran street—a duel fought with 
knife, bullets and clubbed pistol, 
and witnessed by the wife of Fen- 
ley and one of hig neighbors. 

Bancroft, with three pistol 
wounds in his body, {s dead. Fen- 
ley, shot, slashed with a knife and 
beaten over the head, is in the hos- 
pital dying, and his wife, who col- 
lapsed after the fight, is being ten- 
derly cared for by friends and rela- 
tives. 

The quarrel between the two men 
was an ol one, growing, Is is said, 
Out of a debt of $200 owed to Fen- 
ley and money dué him for building 
& home for the man he killed. Once 
before, it is claimed, they had met 
and exchanged shots, 


Dramatic Story Told. 
According to the story of Wilt; 
Murdock, 6f 50 Curran street. who 
was on the Fenley porch talking to 
the owner at the time, Bancroft 
drove up in his automobile and leav- 
ing the car at the door below the 
Fenley, home walked into the yard 
and on to the porch. 

Murdock says that his back was 
turned to the street and consequent- 
ly he did not see Bancroft until 
the latter was already on the 
porch, 

As he turned Bancroft said to 
him, “Will Murdock, get out of here 
and get out of here quick.” draw- 
ing his pistol at the same time. 
Then Bancroft spoke to Fenley, who 
had been sitting with his head in 
his hands and had evidently not 
seen him until he commanded Mur- 
dock to leave. 

Shoots at Fenley. 

“We might as well settie this 
thing now,” he is alleged to have 
declared. At-the same time ormpty- 
ing his pisto]) at Fenley. 

Murdock declares that three shots 
were fired by Bancroft while Fen- 
ley was getting up and getting to 
the door. The latter ran to his 
room and coming back with his pis- 
tol, opened fire on Bancroft. Ban- 
croft followed Fenley into the house 
shooting as he came. Later draw- 
ing his knife and slashing at the 
throat of Fenley he inflicted several 
deep gashes, at the same time beat- 
ing Fenley over the head with the 
butt of his gun. 

Fenley fired only three shots, all 
of them takng effect at close range 
in the chest and neck of Bancroft, 
who crumpled against the door and 
slid slowly to the floor. He died im- 
mediately. 

Fenley, who showed unusual ten- 
acity for a man of his age, collaps- 
ed at about the same time that Ban- 
croft fell and had to be rusned to

He was rushed to the Grady hos- 
pital, where little hope was held out 
for his life. In addition to the 
head bruises and the gashes in his 
neck his body was literally riddled 
with bullets. 

Mr. Fenley’s aged wife was a 
witness to the shooting, and she 
collapsed after her husband fell. 

Had Exchanged Shots. 

According to neighbors, there had 
been bad feeling between Bancroft 
and Fenley for some time. Several 
-months ago the two met and ex- 
changed shots over the oame cause.

Son of Harvard Professor 
Among Those Accused 
of Misrepresentation. 


New York, July 5.—Indictments 
charging Elliot L. Norton, lawyer 
and author; Anthony J. Drexel, Jr., 
of Philadelphia; Louis R. Jennings 
and Harry Brolaski with selling un- 
authorized stock of the Standard 
Film Industries, Inc., were returned 
by the grand jury last Thursday, It 
became known teday when Norton 
was arrested and held in $5,000 bail. 


He pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Norton, son of the late Charles 
Elliot Norton, professor of English 
at Harvard university, was named 
in the indictment as secretary and 
attorney of the company. Mr. Drex- 
el was designated as vice president, 
Jennings as president and Brolaski 
as general manager. 


The indictments grew out of an 
investigation into the eompany con- 
ducted by the New York state in- 
dustrial commission, following re- 
ceipt, police said, of numerous com- 
plaints from people of small means 
who claimed they had been induced 
to invest in the corporation on 
promises of large returns, but had 
received no dividends. According to 
District Attorney Swann, more than 
$6,000 worth of stock-was sold to 
negro residents of the Harlem sec- 
tion. . 

The company, incorporated in Vir- 
ginia, is alleged to have reported the 
sale of only 200 shares of stock at 
$5 each to the Virginia authorities, 
whereas the indictment charges 
stock of $359,000 par value was act- 
ually sold at $3 to $3.50 a share, 
bringing in approximately $200,000. 
Salesmen were paid large coOmmis- 
sions, ranging as high as 40 per 
cent, according to the district attor- 
ney, who sald no dividends were 
paid.

Dawes Starts 
Up in the Attic 


To Save Money 


Instead of Buying New Fur- 
niture, Surplus of Various 
Departments Utilized.

Washington, July 5.—Government 
employees, long subject to an un- 
written law of silence, are respond- 
ing readily to Charles G. Dawes’ 
unique invitation that they come 
forward with suggestions for more 
efficiency and less expense in the 
conduct of Uncle Sam’s business es- 
tablishment. 

For ‘almost the first time in his- 
tory they are displaying a spirit of 
helpfulnese in creating a govern- 
mental administration that will 
function economically and efficient- 
ly. Im the past, either indifference 
or fear of their jobs had sealed 
their lips. 

Then “hell and Maria Dawes” as 
director of the budget, rushed Into 
town, shouting the exhortation that 
the people in government tell him 
all their bright ideas—and prom- 
ised them protection in the telling. 

Immediate Results. 

The result was almost immedi- 
ate. Although it’s only a week 
since Dawee’ stirring mass meeting 
address, bureau chiefs already have 
come to him, carrying their ‘own 
‘ideas or those of their workers. 

Walter F. Brown, who represents 
the preeident in the task of reor- 
ganizing the executive departments, 
also is receiving a wealth of sug- 
gestions for improving govern- 
ment efficiency and in his office 
has a file devoted entirely to the 
letters and suggestions from govern- 
ment workers. 

Dawes, acting upon the advice 
of a bureau chief, already has seen 
how ideag from within the govern- 
ment can promote the cause of 
economy.

Governor Thomas W. Hardwick 
will appear in person before the 
general assembly today to deliver 
his first address on the financial 
condition of the state and suggest 
methods of retrenchment. 

Having studied the problem for 
the past several weeks and hav- 
ing held numerous conferences with 
both state officials, the chief exec- 
utive has reached the conclusion 
that a complete revolution is need- 
ed in Georglia’s taxation system to 
equalize the burden by taxing cer- 
tain classes of property for state 
purposes alone and leaving the re- 
mainder for local purposes. 

As the only means of immediate 
relief, close observers of the situa- 
tion are of the opinion that adop- 
tion of the McLendon Western and 
Atlantic railroad funding plan, the 
exchange of the governor’s man- 
sion and sale of other state prop- 
erty ®ffer the best solution. 

No Salary Cuts. 

This opinion is based on the fact 
that the suggestion to reduce sal- 
aries of various state officials can- 
not be placed in effect; that slicing 
of appropriations is impossible, 
and that reformation of the present 
system of taxation can be accom- 
plished only through constitution- 
al amendments. 

Governor Hardwick has not re- 
vealed his new plan of raising state 
revenue, but it is understood that 
it will call for constitutional amend- 
ments giving the general assembly 
power to enact special taxes, an in- 
come tax and place corporations on 
@ gross earnings basis.

Governor Hardwick no- 
tifled General Nash, who immedl- 
ately ordered the troope out. Two 
companies of the first Georgia in- 
} fantry from Macon and one com- 
pany from Cordele were awaiting 
a special train as The Constitution 
went to press. 

According to reports reaching of- 
ficials of the state and the rail- 
road company In Atlanta, a volley of 
shots were fired from a cornfield 
adjacent to the shops of the com- 
pany at 10 o’clock Tuesday night 
at an engine which Engineer Reid 
was driving. He fell fatally wound- 
ed, it is.believed, and deputies and ~ 
strikers engaged in a battle lasting 
for thirty minutes in the darkness. 
No further casualties were reported 
at an early hour Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Deputies Sworn In 

Immediately after the opening 
shots, Sheriff Dorminy swore in ad- 
ditional deputies while Judge O. P, 
Gower, of the Cordele circuit, com- 
municated with Governor Hardwick 
at the Georgian-Terrace in Atlanta. 

W. W. Croxton, traffic manager of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic, stated. that in accordance 
with a request from General Nash, 
a special train was being assembled 
to carry the troops to Fitzgerald. 
Reports to officials of the road were 
meager, Mr. Croxtor said, but that 
advices to him from Sheriff Derminy 
indicated that the condition wag se- 
rious.

Realizing, as I do, the responsibility 
placed in me to utilize to the best advan- 
tage possible for the benefit of the stute 
a large amount of federal, state and county 
money, I developed an organization of the 
quality of men to which you are entitled. 
Mature men capable and-experienced, they 
have handled their work well, in accord- 
ance with the law, and obtained results. 
The results are in the form of completed 
projects distributed to every congressional 
district, a state asset of more than eight 
million dollars. 

The highway department of Georgia is 
a strictly business organization, comparable 
with the largest corporations within the 
state. Before making an analysis of the 
operating costs of the department, I wisa 
to call your attention to the status of the 
work completed, under way and in prepur- 
ation. 

At this time projects have been completed 
and placed under maintenance in every ©n- 
gressional district and in 53 counties. ‘ihe 
cost and value of the work completed is 
$8,060,444.97. This represents 91 projeccs, 
the federal government participating in all 


but seventeen, 
131 Projects. 

In addition projects are under construc- 
tion in every congressional district and in 
103 counties. The wotk is represented by 
131 projects, the estimated cost and vaiue 
of which is $9,567,741.72.

FEW SENATORS OPPOSE 
WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


Pressure From All Agencies 
Affected Being Brought 
to Bear. 


Washington, July 5.—Creation of 
a department of public welfare, as 
asked by President Harding, ‘ay 
await the general reorganization 
of the executive branches which is 
expected as a result of the work of 
the joint congressional commission 
on executive reorganization, 

This would mean delay of at least 
a year. 

Widespread opposition had _  de- 
veloped to the measure for creation 
of the new department, which is be- 
fore the senate committee on edu 
cation and labor. Organized educa- 
tors are fighting it because they 
want a separaate bureau of educa- 
tion, and fear that in a general 
welfare department, educational ac- 
tivities would be submerged. 

A religious element has likewise 
been injected into the controversy, 
which is proving troublesome both 
to senators and the presidenr. 

Many senators, in addition, obiect 
to the bill because they argue re- 
organization at this time is nut 
needed, in view of projects in that 
direction now afoot, ‘ 

The committee has declined to re- 
port, out the bill, and indications 
are that it will be governed tn its 
action by the wishes of the presi- 
dent.

Marvin P. Roane, who has served 
for nearly five years as state oil 
inspector, will retire from tha. of- 
fice immediately, he announced 
Tuesday. Mr. Roane will be suc- 
ceeded by J. J. Holloway, of Car- 
roll county, who will be appointed 
by J. J. Brown, commissioner of 
agriculture. Roane will retire 
just as soon as an audit of his 
books, which he is having made, is 
completed. 

During the time that Mr. Roane 
served as head of the oil inspec- 
tion department the volume of bus- 
iness increased 300 per cent. In his 
administration also the state has 
been forced to fight litigation 
brought by oil companies to have 
his epartment declared unconsti- 
tutional.

7,000 COKE WORKERS 
AFFECTED BY SLASH 


Connellsville, Pa., July 5.—Ap- 
proximately 7,000 coke workers in 
the independent plants of the Con- 
nelisville coke region were affected 
today by a ten per cent reduction 
in wages, the second announced this 
year. The new rate is about 33 1-3 
per cent below the rate paid Janu- 
ary 1, but according to. coke ‘men, 
some 45 per cent higher than the 
prevailing rate in 1912.

There are now two scales for 
the same work in Connellsville 
field, that paid by the independent 
and the scale of the H. C. Frick 
Coke company.

By Industrial Bill Author 


“One of the few men who have 
always been tor suffrage,” was the 
way Mrs. Elliott Caeatham, promi- 
nent members of the League of 
Weomen Voters, introduced John G. 
Valentino, of Chatham, at the 
weekly luncheon yesterday of the 
Atlanta league, at the chamber of 
commerce, when Mr. Valentino was 
the speaker. 

He had been asked by the local 
league to tell the members how 
they could best aid in the passage 
of the industriai bill of which Mr. 
Valentino is the author, and of 
which the league, as well as other 
women’s organizations, are, strong 
supporters, \ 

Mr. Valentino admitted that he 
had always believed in equal ,dights 
for women, and declared that he 
had never known a bill to be in- 
troduced in the legislature with the 
backing of the women which was 
not fair. 

Stating that he had had opportunity 
to see conditions at first hand un- 
der which women work in Georgia, 
Mr. Valentino admitted first that 
there are some industries in which 
almost ideal conditions exist—far 
more than the bill now before the 
house calls for—and others in 
which conditions both as to sani- 
tation and hours, are so bad that 
it is astonishing such conditions 
should so long have been allowed 
to exist. 

“The women whom _ § you 
help,” said Mr. Valentino to the 
organized women voters, “are wo- 
men who are not in a position 
through their own economic 
strength to help themselves. 

Most of them, too, have. home 
work after their work day in the 
factories, Work for them does not 
cease when the whistle blows. 
Fourteen or fifteen hours is nearer

. Mexico City, July 5.—Oil companies 
which have closed down operations 
in the states of Tamaulipas and Vera 
Cruz, “without sufticient justiiica- 
tion’ are ordered to pay tademuiri- 
cation to employees thrown vut of 
work by their action in a decree is- 
sued by President Obregon last 
night. The decree was promulgated 
through the department ot the inte- 
rior. 

Although the amount of the in- 
demnity is not stated, it is under- 
Stood that all laborers wvuld re- 
ceive three months’ pay. Reports 
from the Tampico district indicate. 
there has been a marked cessation of 
work during the past week, especial- 
ly among American concerns, Cen- 
eral Arnuifo Gomez, commander of 
federal troops in that region, re- 
ported yesterday that more than 10,- 
v00 workmen had been. dismissed 
within the last few days by forign 
oil companies. No reason for their 
action has been announced by the 
companies, but it 1s understood to 
be an act of reprisal against the re- 
cent decree increasing the export 
taxes on petroleum. 

Reports from the Vera Cruz fie'ds 
indicate British companies are speed- 
ing up operations instead vf de- 
creasing their working forces. At 
Puerto Lobos, where pipe line ter- 
minals are operated by Americans, 
work has been closed down and 450 
men throwu out of employment. 

Coincident with reports of this sit- 
uation in northeastern Mexico, come 
dispatches from the state of Tabas- 
co, farther south, that several oil 
gushers have been discovered there 
within the past few days and that 
the field gives indication of being 
very rich.

which Includes Fultun county. Sena- 
tor Manson said the bill wiN nut 
affect the present term of office 
of any county officials. The meas- 
ure provides that eech county will 
be allowed to vote for the fee sys- 
tem if it desires. It is a constitu- 
tional amendment and was referred 
to the committee on constitutional 
amendments. Officer included in the 
bill are those of ordinary, clerk of 
superior court, sheriffs, tax collec- 
tors and tax receivers. 

“if this constitutional amendment 
is passed it will be submitted to 
the people for ratification,” said 
Senator Manson. “If ratified it will 
be necessary to pass an enabling 
act. The bill cannot have anything 
to do with the terms of the officials 
now in office. It will,give each 
coumty the authority to vote on the 
question.” 

This is the first bill introduced 
in the senate covering the abolition 
of the fee system. The Manson bill 
does not include solicitors of cir- 


' cuits as there is now a law cover- 


ing that subject and permitting the 

people to put the solicitors on a 

salary basis if they so desire. 
Mansion Exchange Bill. 

Senator Pat Haralson, of the for- 
tieth district, introduced the bill 
property commission be created con- 
wovernor’s mansion property. In 
the bill it is provided that a public 
property commission be cerated con- 
sisting of the governor, secretary 
of state and attorney-general. The 
members of the commission would 
receive ho compensation under the 
bill. They would be given authority 
to give and accept titles to public 
property for the state. 

Under the Haralson bill the com- 
mission is granted authority to ex- 
change the governor’s mansion 
property for other property “in or 
near Atlanta.” The property ac- 
quired can be either improved prop- 
erty *or vacant. The valuation 
placed on the present governor's 
mansion property shall be not less 
than $450,000, including the lot. The 
total value of the lot taken in ex- 
change for the new governor's man- 
sion together with the structure on 
it shall be not more than $100,000. 

Money paid to the state in eash 
in addition to the $100,000 in prop- 
erty shall not be less than $350,000 
and this shall be applied to the 
bonded indebtedness of the state, 
under the measure.

Capital Remevai Statement. . 

The Capital Removal association 
made public Tuesday night a state- 
ment which differs with Governor 
Hardwick's and Senator Haralson’s 
)plans to exchange the mansion. The 
most important part of the ‘state- 
ment is as follows: 

“The proposal in submitting the 
question as a whole to a vote of the 
people of Georgia carries with :t the 
assurance that, if the people of the 
state desire the capital removed 
from Atlanta, the state is not te be 
put to any money expense whatever; 
that the same is being asked, if the 
vote’ is in favor of removal, to cive 
merely the two pieces of old prop- 
erty in Atlanta, the present man- 
sion, valued at $450,000, ani the 
present state capitol and grounds. 
The city of Macon and the county of 
Bibb propose to bear the balance of 
the expense, which is to provide the 
state with a new executive mansion 
and a new state capitol, the iatter 
to be located in the center of a larzse 
park, known as Tattnall Square, in 
the city of Macon. 


“The valde of the properties will 
be above four ant a half million dol- 
lars. Obviously, therefore, if the 
mansion property in Atlanta is to be 
disposed of, at a valuation of $45v.- 
000, and a re-investment made of 
only $100,000 the capital removal pro- 
posal is very materially affected, and 
the proposed mansion transaction, as 
a matter of course, becomes a vita! 
integral part of the whole proposi- 
tion to submit to the people. 

“We hold that, under the existing 
circumstances, and in Hight of the 
foregoing presentation, not only is 
it impossible to segregate parts of 
the subject matter involved and set 
aside any of its several invbd!ved 
items to be disposed. of by simple 
legislative action; wut tmar, regard- 
less of that phase of the situation. 
the matter of selling or trading a 
piece of property of the value of the 
executive mansion should be passed 
,on by the people of th state; ani 1s 
a part of the whole question which it 
is desired they shall pass upon. 

Properties of State. 

“Certainly the governor would not 
suggest the sale of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, a piece of the 
‘state’s property, by simple legisia- 
tive enactment, without consultin 
the wishes of the people of the state 
Undoubtedly he would not suszest 
that the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road and some ‘boot,’ without letting 
road be traded for the Georgia rail- 
the people of the state have a say 
in the matter. It would not be pro- 
posed to sell the union station in At- 
lanta, or the old express building or 
the hotel building in Chattan doga 
under such circumstances, without 
consulting the peopie or the state. 
These seem to be self-evident facts, 
and yet they are properties of the 
State of Georgia subject to sale or 
trade just as much as is the man- 
Sion property. But, there is even 
more reason to consult the people on 
this immediate proposition since for 
the past eight years there has been 
an ever-increasing demand that the 
whole subject of capital properties 
be submitted to the state-wide vote. 

“These. facts and this argument 
are respectfully submitted for their 
direct bearing on these questions. 
The proponents of submission of the 
question to the people are in hearty 
accord with the declaration that im- 
mediate provision should be made 
for a proper home for the chief ex- 
ecutive, and are as anxious as they 


but we again respectfully submit 
that a sale or trade of the mansion 
without consulting the wishes of the 
state is not the channel through 
which that provision should be made 
at this time. We further submit that 
all the arguments advanced to sup- 
port the need for this immediate at- 
tention are conclusive reasons why 
the capital removal questton should 
be submitted to a vote of the people 
at once and by them settled in such 
a way—and the only proper way— 
that the state’s properties may have 
the attention conditions demand.”

The smoke of battle having clear- 
ed, it is now possible to view the 
American pugilistic situation with 
excellent hindsight which has ever 
been more reliable than foresight in 
pugilism, politics and everything 
else that this workaday world of 
ours develops.

As was rtue in the Carpentier 
case, some rival may be given the 
benefit of such strenuous publicity 
that interest can be aroused in a 
match with the champion, but for 
some several years it would seem 
that the matches will be just as 
easy for Jack as was the Carpen- 


tier affair. 


Right now three men are spoken 
of as Dempsey’s next combatants, 
Willard, Willis and Brennan. of 
course Willard is entitled ao a re- 
turn go if he wants one, but the 
public is not forced to patronize 
the thing and doubtless will not: 
Dempsey proved last 
every good fight critic that he was 
a better fighter then than he was 
the day when he smashed Jess to 
the floor seven times in one round 
at Toledo. There is no reason in 
the world to believe that Willard’s 
long lay-off has helped him. There 
is every reason to believe that it 
has hurt him pugilistically. Let’s 
forget about that match. 

Brennan néver was in Dempsey’s 
class. He managed to stay twelve 
rounds with the champion because 
he caught Dempsey when he was 
stale. He had previously heen stop- 
ped by Dempsey in six rounds. It’s 
silly to think he could furnish an 
argument on their third meeting. 

As for the negro Wills, he has an 
impressive enough  pugilistic rec- 
ord, but that record would avail him 
nothing against the _ ferocity of 
Dempsey’s body attack.

REFORMERS 
ON WAR PATH 


Jersey CGity, N. J., July 5.—De- 
tails vf the plans for the prose- 
cution of public officials in New 
Jersey were discussed today by of- 
ficials of the International Reform 
bureau, who vainly attempted to 


prevent the staging of the Demp- 
sey-Carpentier contest last Satur- 
day. The officials, who declared 
they would take action in the courts 
of the state against officials whem 
they considered had permitted an 
infraction of the law, met in the 
office of Herbert Clark Gilson, at- 
torney for the bureau. | 

The bureau already hag demand- 
ed the arrest of Jack Dempsey, the 
victorious champion, on a charge 
of assault and battery upon the per- 
son of Georges Carpentier, the de- 
feated French champion of Europe. 
Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, superintend- 
ent of the reform bureau, has also 
declared that Governor Edwards 
violated the law, as well as many 
other state officials. The some 
ninety thousand spectators who 
flocked into the great arena are 
also cited by the reformers as law- 
breakers, hey base their conten- 
tion upon the assertion that the 
spectacle ‘witnessed Saturday was a 
prize-fight, which is prohibited un- 
der the New Jersey boxing law. 
Boxing exhibitiong only, they said, 
are sanctioned in this state. Asked 
what steps the bureau’ intended 
taking toward the punishment of 
those responsible for the fight, Dr. 
Crafts replied: 

“IT cannot make public our plans 
at present.’”’ 

One of the principal purposes of 
the bureau, it was belived, would 
be the attemt to prevent similar 
contests in the future within the 
borders of New Jersey. It was in- 
dicated that a test case might come 
up in the courts to § determine 
whether the boxing law of the state. 
which was enacted in 1918, was a 
repeal of the crimes act. still on 


the statute books, which prohibits 
prize-fighting. 

Dr. Crafts that the 
bureau was planning a _ crusade 
against the exhibition of motion 
pictures of the fight anywhere in 
the world. He said letters would 
be sent to every mayor in the state 
and. that the bureau hoped thus 
materially to curtail the exhibi- 
tions, 

“We are also planning to notify 
the federal government that the 
pictures havee been or will be sent 
to foreign countries,” he contin- 
ued, “ and will ask that the mat- 
ter be ealled to the attention of 
diplomatic representatives of such 
countries. They will be asked to 
observe that the exhibition of the 
fight pictures outside New Jersey 
is a violation of American law.”

THE “WET” PARADE 

That extensively advertised 
Fourth of July parade of 100,000 
New York anti-prohibitionists that 
was going to “show” Mr. Volstead 
and give him an idea as to the ex- 
tent of the unpopularity of the law 
that bears his name proved to be a 
zephyr where a cyclone was prom- 
ised. 

Instead of a roof-raising, “hell- 
roarin’” demonstration of protest 
against prohibition, as announced 
in advance by the assiduous press 
agents of the “wets,” it actually 
amounted to a feeble, huskytoned 
murmuring of discontentment, ut- 
tered by a little handful of weary 
marchers who strode disconsolate- 
ly up Fifth avenue, pricked by 


lines. 

Of the 100,000 who were sched- 
uled to march, only 18,000 “turned 
out” to take part in the parade— 
which, in New York, is an “out- 
pouring of the populace” on a par 
with 900 in Atlanta. 

And an expression by only 900 
rcitizens could hardly be taken as 
voicing the sentiment of Atlanta 
on any given subject of public in- 
terest, especially upon a question 
of such vital cuncern to the masses 
as is that of liquor-drinking! 

The anti-prohibitionists of the 


country predicted that the New 
York protest parade on the nation- 
al holiday would be an event with- 
ering to the “drys’’—one that would 
upset the attitude of congress and 
tip the country over on its moral 
axis. 

It was going to be a bombshell 
that would blcw the “dry” doctrine 
into forty kinds of smithereens. 


But it proved to be a dud! 

It may be because it lacked 
yeast, but anyhow it fell flat; and 
the slogans carried aloft by the 
“weary-willie” marchers—such, to 
give a few typical examples quoted 
by the press dispatches, as “A 
Nation Too Cowardly to Drink is 
on the Toboggan,” “Russia Went 
Dry in 1919, Mad in 1920,” ‘Rather 
Ferment Than Foment,” “Prohibi- 
tion is Ruining Our Merchant Ma- 
rine: 600 Vessels Tied .to the 
Docks,” etc.—were either so weak 
and colorless, or else so misrepre- 
sentative of conditions as to b2 
pathetically ridiculous. 

The whole event, if the news re- 
ports are true, was a pitiable farce, 
and there was nothing in it to 
frighten even the most faint- 
hearted and apprehensive follower 
of the prohibition banner. 

And, to paraphrase an Uncle 
Remus expression, “Br’er Volstead, 
he jes’ laf!” 


DOOMED TO FAILURE. 
fter having been out of work 
nearly three months, during which 
time they and their families have 
undergone extreme privations, the 
striking coal miners of Great Brit- 
ain, approximately one million in 
number, have given up their fight, 
and on July 4 they returned to 
work on the wage scale offered by 
their employers and against which 
they struck. 

On account of the strike, not 
only were the strikers out of em- 
ployment for nearly three months, 
but the enforced shutting down of 
the mines brought unemployment 
to fully as many more working 
men in other crafts; the losses in 
production of commodities other 
than coalhave been enormous, and 
the foreign trade of Great Britain 
has suffered tremendously. 
Whether or not the strike would 
have been won under any circum- 
stances, its doom was sealed when 
the pump men were called out 
some weeks ago. 

That would have left the mines 
to ruin, which, in turn, would have 
destroyed the source of income of 
the men themselves. The act was 
so ultra-radical, so destructive and 
so utterly unpatriotic, that public 
sentiment was turned against the 
strikers. 

And without public sentiment in 
its favor no movement that in- 
volves the public welfare can pos- 
sibly succeed! 

The British coal strike has ter- 
minated just as any movement that 
depends upon destruction of prop- 
erty and public welfare for its 
success is bound to terminate. 

It is to be hoped that these 
miners will not in the future feel 
called upon to make another such 
sacrifice in order to receive jus- 
tice from their employers; and 
that their experience in this in- 
stance will prove to be a lasting 
lesson, not only to the coal miners 
of Great Britain, but to workers 
everywhere who may feel tempted 
at times to heed the counsel of 
Destruction and Violence.

TODAY’S TALK

“THE VALLEY FARM.” 
Before me is a lovely painting by 
Bruce Crane. It is called “The Val- 

ley Farm.” 

For hours I have looked at this 
picture. There is something in it 
that walks into one’s heart and 
lies down to sleep. 

The technique is most simple. The 
colorings are airy golds, red- 
browns, greens and blues. A farm 
house and barn are to the right. It 
is on toward the set of the sun. 
Golden rays of light are playing 
hide and seek with the mellow 
shades that dance on the roofs of 
the buildings. 

Massed bushes almost hide the 
barn, while lace-limbed trees hover 
like the arms of a mother about 
the simple cottage. 

The time is probably autumn,

At one end of the home you see 
the dull brick chimney.

Its serenity is 
that of the entire picture. 

I can see with my mind’s eye, the 
old farmer and his helper sitting at 
their frugal meal, with perhaps a 
little tot or so, with bibs about 
their chubby faces, wrapping with 
their laughter the homely talk of 
the happy pair.

| HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


CHRONIC LARYNGITIS. 
Describing acute laryngitis the 
other day I mentioned that the lar- 
ynx houses the vocal cords and that 


these two elastic cords assume dif- 
ferent positions (approximaied or 
separated) and different tensions un- 
der the control of half a dozen little 
pairs of muscles inside the “Ad- 
am’'s apple.” 


Chronic inflammation of the lar- 
ynx is commonly associated with 
some chronic, perhaps unrecognized 
lesion of the nasal passages or of a 


nasal sinus, and is prone to develop 
in public speakers and singers who 
are not well trained in the proper 
use of the voice or who indulge in 
tobacco. Tobacco smoke, the dust 
of such industries as stone cutting, 
metal-workin and milling, and, 
sometimes irritating: fumes or gases 
in chemical industries, are common 
predisposing causes of chroric lar- 
yngitis. About one-third of the pa- 
tients having tuberculosis of the 
lungs develop tuberculosis laryngitis 
secondarily, although through the 
popular policy of procrastination it 
often happens that the laryngitis 
brings the patient to the physician 
before the existence of the lung tu- 
berculosis is established. About one 
in each twelve cases of chronic lar- 
yngitis is tuberculous. 

It is in this form of prolonged lar- 
yngitis that the voice tires quickly 
and grows go when used for a 
little while, owing weaker with 
any prolonged effort and perhaps 
failing entirely if the effort is kept 
up. Visible thickenings of the <ov- 
ering epithelium of the vocal cords, 
Or pronounced “nodes” thereon de- 
velop if the voice is not given a 
long rest, and these serjously impair 
the Singing or speakihg voice or 
quite destroy it, according to their 
Situation. Besides tuberculosis, an- 
other systemic infection common in 
all classes and conditions may be 
responsible for a chronic laryngitis, 
and that is syphilis, at least one- 
tenth of all cases of which, we 
should never forget, are as innocent- 
ly acquired as any other disease can 

e. 


I hope the reader will not fail to 
notice that I have not dragged in 
the meaningless and misleading term 
“catarrhal” in discussing these upper 
respiratory conditions, The only 
reason why I have omitted that ter:n 
is because there is no such condi- 
tion as “catarrhal” or “catarrh” put- 
Side of the come-on circulars and 
other bait of the humbug long-dis- 
tance diagnostician and mail-order 
“specialist.” It may be true that an 
oocasional mossback medical] text- 
book writer (a lot of pretty punk 
doctors manufacture textbooks) 
works in the “catarrhal” evasion to 
cover his general incompetence, but 
that need not concern anybody in 
need of medical advice or treatment. 
“Catarrh” is on a par with “taking 
cold” or “contracting a heavy cold” 
—no doctor today would venture to 
offerany such buncombe as an expla- 
nation of any illness, when speaking 
to a medical audience—though I be- 
lieve it is still legal tender with the 
unenlightened laity. 

There is no self-treatment indis- 


criminately helpful for chronic lar- 
yngitis, save prolonged rest of the 


voice and avoidance of the irritants 
mentioned. Careful medical exam- 
ination of the nose, throat and chest 
is necessary to arrive at an accurate 
diagnosis, and appropriate treatment 
may then be applied for the individ- 
ual case.

CURZON SENDS GEDDES 
“While PAPER” ON OIL 


British Claim Lack of Re- 


striction of Foreign Com- 
panies in Empire. 


_ London, July 5.—A “white paper” 
on the ail situation was given out 
today. It is in the form of a note 
which Lord Curzon, the foreign 
Secretary, sent to Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British ambassador to the 
United States, under date of April 
21. which enclosed for the ambas- 
sador’s information, in reply to his 
inquiry, @ memorandum compiled 
by the British petroleum depart- 
ment giving statistics on the oil 
British empire and showing an ex- 
tremely small oil production and 
the absence of any general policy 
for the exclusion of foreigners from 
the oil-producing areas. 

The memorandum says that in 
vast areas where there are no re- 
Strictions no foreign country has 
attempted to explore for oil except 
in British North Borneo, while in 
Canada and Trinidad, where restric- 
tions are enforced, foreign capital 
has been working for many years. 

“It can, therefore, hardly be con- 
tended the restrictions imposed any 
serious disability on foreign enter- 
prise,” the memorandum said. 

“No real parallel can fairly be 
drawn between the British empire, 
with its small and scattered produc- 
tion, and a country like the United 
States, producing two-thirds of the 
world’s output within her home ter- 
ritory.” 

Canada’s production, Curzon de- 
clares, is 34,000 tons a year, and 
the exploitation is confined to Brit- 
ish registered companies. “How- 
ever,” he remarks, “the Imperial 
Oil company, Ltd... which is the 
chief Canadian exploiter, is a sub- 
sidiary of the Standard Oi] compa- 
ny '* 


There is no general prohibition 
of foreign oil companies in Africa, 
Australia. New Zealand. and New- 
foundland. where exploitation is 
now under way, he declares. 

Leases in India, however, are 
granted only to British subjects or 
British-controlled companies. The 
annual production of this territory 
—1,200,000 tons—is, he declares, 
wholly insufficient for British 
needs. 

There are no restrictions in Trin- 
diad. where there is a production of 
250.000 tons, with favorable pros- 
pects for more. 

In British Honduras and Nigerla 
there are no restrictions in private 
lands, but the crown lands are 
leased only to British subjects. as 
in Trinidad. In Jamaica, the Bar- 
badoes, and Egvpt there are no 
nationality restrictions. 

Lord Curzon deciared that no par- 
allel could be drawn between the 
British empire, with its small and 
scattered production, and the United 
States, which produces two-thirds 
of the world’s output. 

“As a matter of fact,” he says, 
“the foreign companies to which 
America has thrown open her fields 
are mostly registered in America 
and dispose of their oll in America.” 

He declared that the United 
States contro!s 80 per cent of Mex- 
ico’s oil output, with Great Britam 
and some other nationals, chiefly 
ae Dutch, controlling the remain- 
er. 
“Through regulations introduced 
{in the Philippines, her only de- 
tached territory, last year, the 
United States appears to be adopt- 
ing the very policy for which Great 
Britain has been go loudly condemn- 
ed.” he declares. 

The Anglo-Persian monopolies, 
he insited, were no concern of the 
British government, and were se- 
cured chiefly through the enterprise 
of W K. Darcy, in 1901, before the 
goverrment secured an Interest in 
the eo>mpany. He dented that Great 
Britain forced a monopoly upon an 
unwilling country, or that she In- 
terferes with the company’s com- 
mercial policy. 

Regarding Mesopotamia the for- 
elfen minister declares that the 
question has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed with Washington, 

“There is no intention on our 
part to discriminate,” he concludes, 
“although the legitimate pre-war 
richts of Great Britain must be 
considered.”

MUSICAL DIRECTOR 
OF NOTE OBTAINED 


The Central Presbyterian church 
annonuces Tuesday the engagement 
of James Alderson as organist and 
musical director, effective July 1. 

Mr. Alderson has had an unusual) 
musical experience. Bofn in Durham 
City, England, in 1888, at the early 
age of 4 years he began the study 
of music and two years later became 
boy soloist at Durham cathedral, fill- 
ing the position for seven years 
while he was being educated at the 
choir school. 

Mr. Alderson’s parents had wished 
for their son that he should study 
for holy orders in the church of 
England, and in view of this he 
went to Durham university and was 
gSraduated there with the degree of 
B. A. and bachelor of music. 

But his talent predestined him to a 
musical career. He took up the 
study of voice with Visetti at the 
Royal Academy of Music, and oratvo- 
rio with Sir Charles Santley. Asa 
result he was appointed tenor lay 
clerk in the choir of Durham ca- 
thedral. 

While in England Mr. Alderson ac- 
cepted the chair of music at the 
Western university, London, Onta- 
rio, Canada, and during his stay 
there became head of the vocal fac- 
ulty of the Conservatory of Music, 
director of the symphony orches- 


tra, and organist and director of 


St. Paul’s cathedral. 

In Canada Mr. Alderson gained the 
reputation of being Canada’s premier 
tenor. After four successful years 
there, he was appointed by Mrs. Rus- 


sell Sage musical director-organist 
at the church which she erected as 
a memorial to her husband in New 
York city. He relinquished this ap- 
pointment to enlist in the American 
army during the war and was espée- 
cially commissioned to organize male 
choirs and militay bands. For nine 
months he served in France as bri- 
gade bandmaster of the Fifty-ninth 
brigade, field artillery, and while 
in France gave recitals on the fine 
organs of cathedrals at Bordeaux 
and Clermont Ferrand. On his re- 
turn from France he became musical 
director for the war camp*communi- 
ty service, arranging concerts for 
returning soldiers. 

While in New York Mr. Alderson 
appeared several times as tenor so- 
loist at Carnegie hall and was as- 
sociated in concerts and recitals with 
Tertius Noble nd Charles Gilbert 
Spross, well-known composers voth. 


CLOSER COMMUNION 
PLANNED FOR EMPIRE 


London, July 5.—(By the As6o- 
ciated Press.)\—A committee was 
appointed by the imperial confer-. 
ence to consult with the ministers 
at the head of the board of trade, 
the air minister and the postoffice 
department to consider practical 
means available for the development 
of imperial communications by 
land, sea, air, radio telegraphy 
and radio telephony. This commit- 
tee is composed of Winston Spencer 
Churchill, secretary for the colo- 
nies, as chairman, with one repre- 
sentative each from Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa 
and India. 

The premiers of the overseas do- 
minions will meet tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the payment of reparations by 
Germany. 

The British government’s atti- 
tude of six months ago as voiced in 
parliament by Lord Lee, first lord 
of the admiralty, and Premier 
Lloyd-George, namely, that the im- 
perial conference must deal with the 
question of imperial naval policy 
on @ co-operating basis, appears to 
have been altogether abandoned, in 
the opinion of some of those who 
have followed closely the proceed- 
‘ings of the conference. 

It is even eaid that a virtually 
unanimous agreement has been 
reached by the conferees that a de- 
cision on the naval problem can 
be delayed for the present, and that 
in any event the matter is one to 
be determined by the various par- 
liaments and not by any confer- 
ence. 

It is added that until a disarma- 
ment conference materializes or the 
idea is abandoned, very little will 
be heard of either British or domin- 
ion naval schemes. ; 

A great deal of today’s discuesion 
hinged around the desirability of 
Securing cheaper communication be- 
tween various parts of the empire. 
Much was made of the fact that ev- 
ery line of empire news carried 
by the British press there were 
pages and columns of sporting and 
divorce news. Premier Meighen, of 
Canada, took occasion to point out. 
that since landing in England he had 
not seen more than half a dozen 
of the most meager dispatches con- 
cerning dominion affairs. The mat- 
ter was referred to a committee for 
a report. 

Tomorrow the conferences meets 
Sir Robert Horne, chancellor of the 
exchequer, who will explain the po- 
sition with respect to German 
reparations.

Jack Kelloy, condemned to death 
for killing LeRoy Trexler, Atlanta

ed unofficially at the capitol Tues- 
day, after the state prison commis- 
sion had heard a plea for his life 
submitted by his attorney, John R. 
Cooper, of Macon. The commission 
will act on Kelloy’s case Wednesday, 
but it is virtually certain that the 
petition for a commutation will be 
turned down, it is said. 

Attorney Cooper made an able 
argument in behalf of his client. He 
declared that Kelloy.was convicted 
when public sentiment was running 
high against him and claimed that 
he did not receive a fair trial. He 
pointed to the haste in which Kel- 
loy was convicted as a reason why 
he should beesaved from the death 
sentence.

SENATORS REIECT 
PLAN FOR RECESS

Washington, July 5.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.) — Senator 
Lodge’s so-called leadership of the 
eenate was given a severe jolt Tues- 
day when his concurrent resolution 
providing for a three weeks’ sum- 
mer holiday for the senators be- 
ginning next Saturday was defeated 
by a vote of 28 to 24, 

Old line republicans who had nev- 
er before deviated from the straight 
and narrow path outlined by party 
leaders left the beaten track and 
joined with the democrats in pro- 
testing against a recess before some 
aid had been rendered to the farm- 
ers of the country and some ma- 
chinery had been set in motion 
looking to a determination of the 
tax and tariff problems. 

In offering his resolution Sena- 
tor Lodge explained that there was 
a desire on the part of many sena- 
tors for a brief rest during the hot 
weather. He pointed out that the 
tariff bill probably would not reach 
the senate before the end of July. 
The house, in the meantime, will 
be engaged upon that measure, he 
said, and would not be willing to 
take up any other bills that the 
senate might now pass until after 
it had disposed of the tariff bill. 

Lead Opposition. 
Senator Norrie. of Nebraska. and 


Senator Simmons, of North Carolina, 
strenuously opposed taking a recess 
until some of the bills now pend- 
ing, intended to aid the farmer, 
shall have been passed by the sen- 
ate. These senators mentioned par- 
ticularly a bill to establish a gov- 
ernment corporation to assist in 
the exportation of agricultural prod- 
ucts, and also the anti-gambling 
grain bill. 

“Does the republican party intend 
to adjourn without rendering as- 
sistance to the great mass of farm- 
ers who were so hard hit as an 
aftermath of the war?’ asked Sena- 
tor Cummins. “Do you intend,’ 
shouted Senator Simmons, “to be 
so imbecilic as to admit your im- 
potency or your unwillingness to aid 
the tiller of the soil, who has a 
mortgage on his land and the sher- 
‘iff knocking at the. door?” 

The senator from North Carolina 
declared that congress had done 
none of the things so far for which 
it was called into eession by the 
president three months ago. Sena- 
tor Fletcher, of Florida, and Sena- 
tor La Follette, of Wisconsin, join- 
ed in a protest of a holiday at this 
time. They called attention to the 
fact that the president had particu- 
larly urged that some aid be ven 
the farmers of the country. ena- 
tor La Fellette also said that the 
country had been promised legisla- 
tion revising and reducing taxation, 
but as yet nothing had been done.

LéCraw, that Atlanta has more ac- 
cidents for its size than any city 
in the United States and that au- 
thoritative statistics show that 95 
per cent of all accidents are trace- 
ante to the carelessness of individ- 
uals

the junior chamber of commerce. 

“The campaign will in nowise re- 
flect on Atlanta’s traffic regula- 
tions,” said Mr. LeCraw. ‘Those 
interested in the movement believe 
that the laws are adequate and that 
the great number of local accidents 
can be greatly minimized by the ap- 
plication of personal care on the 
part of all Atlantans. Atlanta !s 
peculiarly constructed and her traf- 
fic prob'ems are complex, naturally.

STATE WITNESS FITS 
THEORY OF MURDER 


Mabel Merchant, 16, Says 
Clothing Torn Before © 
Friend Was Killed. 


Corunna, Mich., July 5.—Testimony 
in conflict with tme conrention of 
the prosecution that Lucy Wittum 


was poisoned after being struck on 
the head and rendered unconscious, 
was given today by Mabel Mer- 
chant, 16 years old, a witness for 
the state at the trial of Forrest 
Higgins, Miss Wittum’s fiancee, 
who is charged with murder. 

Several witnesses called by the 
state had given testimony altogeth- 
er in support of the prosecution's 
theory and the questioning by state 
attorneys had brought objections 
from the defense that they were 
cross-questioning their own wit- 
nesses. 

On direct examination Miss 
Merchant stated she had been 
a close friend of Miss Wittum, for 
nearly a year prior to her death, 
March 30 last, and had frequently 
noticed a mark on her forehe:zd, 
which the prosecution held was 
caused by a blow. Miss Wittum 
once said she presumed the mark 
had always been there, Miss Mer- 
chant said. 

Miss Merchant also testified she 
had noticed rents in Miss Wittum’s 
hats and clothes. Counsel for the 
state had asserted that the torn 
condition of Miss Wittum’s clothing, 
when the body was found, indi- 
cated a struggle. 

During the month preceding Miss 
Wittum’s death, Miss Merchant said, 
the former had been extremely de- 
spondent. 

Paul Baldwin, a Durand druggist, 
who sold Miss Wittum acid, said 
the girl came to his store March 
20 and asked for “carbolic acid 
gas,” explaining it was to be usea 
in an automobile engine. Baldwin 
testified he told her there was no 
such commodity and gave her the 
acid, instead. 

Erma Wittum, 15, sister of the 
dead girl, testified Lucy had shown 
her a dollar, saying Higgins gave 
it to her to buy “carbolic acid gas,” 
for his automobile. 

Higgins had told his fiancee, the 
witness said, that the “gas” would 
quiet his motor when he called for 
her for their proposed elopement.

Washington, July 5.—Secretary 
Hughes conferred late today with 
President Harding upon the latter's 
return from Raritan, N. J., where he 
has spent the week-end but no an- 
nouncement was made concerning 
the subject of discussion. It was 
understood, however, that the ques- 
tion of issuing a proclamation sup- 
plementine the congressional reso- 
lution ending the state of war with 
Germany and Austria, was consid- 
ered. 

There were indications that be- 
fore a decision is reached in the 
matter the attorney-general mav be 
asked for an opinion as to whether 
it is necessary to issue such a 
proclamation to protect the ROov- 
ernment against any claims arising’ 
out of the war or to terminate war- 
time legislation.

New York, July 5.—Prohibitéon 
organizations are on the watch lest 
sentiment favorable to repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment be ex- 
aggerated. The Anti-Saloon league 
announced that it had employed ac- 
countants to make a careful tally 
by adding machines and other 
counting devices of everybody in 
the “wet” holiday parade on Fifth 
avenue and that there were actual- 
ly 14,922 persons in line, including 
922 bandsmen and 24 policemen.

FREAR ATTACKS 
TARIFF BILL 


Says Dye Duty Will De- 
liver Industry to Trust 
Already Gouging Con- 
sumers Unmercifully. 
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Washington, July 5.—Representa- 
tive Frear, of Wisconsin, renubli- 
can member of the house was and 
means committee, considers therdye 


schedule ‘of the tariff bill “a high- 


(handed proposal to grant practicallv 


exclusive dye rights to a recognized 
monopoly.” 

Frear made the charge in a mi- 
nority report, just made public. He 
criticizes the bill in many particu- 
lars. But his chief argument is 


against the duties proposed . for 
dyes. 
Frear Party Piedges. 

The bill, in Frear’s view, dves 
not meet snecifie nlatform pledzes 
of the party, and contains provi- 
sions “fundamentally indelensib.e. 
The party pledge which he insists 
ig violated is that rates “should be 
reasonable in amount and so ad- 
justed as to prevent undue exac- 
tions by monopolies and trusts.” 
The dve rates. he holds, are funda- 
ineutally indefensible. 

“Protection, the keystone of re- 
pullican doctrine, is thrown to the 
winds in tke chemical dye sce‘iu’e,’ 
Frear declarea. 

“During the war an American dye 
business of enormous propv'tions 
grew up over night like a tnush- 
room, extracting unconscionable 
war profits from the American pubd- 
lic. For six years it has enjoyed 
a complete embargo against all 
foreign dye competition. The 
American dye industry is now con- 
trolled by the chemical “founda- 
tion” that represents over half a 
billion dollars in assets. 

“This trust now demands a con- 
tinuation of the embargo so that 
dye prices still maintained at sev- 
eral times pre-war prices, may be 
continued indefinitely without dan- 
ger of competition, while the ulti- 
mate consumer pays the bill. 

Regulations Arbitrary. 

Frear condemns the licensing 
System for dye importatiqns, which 
the bill proposes, and administration 
of the system by the tariff commis- 
sion. Regulations, he contends, 
are arbitrary and severe. 

“The textile dye 
whom 11,000 firms depend for dyes, 
must crawl through the eye of a 
needle like the proverbial camel 
while begging for right under his 
license to import.” Frear declared: 
“If he fractures any rule, regula- 
tion or order of the tariff commis- 
sion, he may have his license re- 
voked, bond forfeited, property de- 
Stroyed, and be himself jailed for 
not more than two years with a 
$5,600 maximum fine.” 

Frear named various dye compa- 
nies and cited figures designed to 
show that they do not need high 
protection. He charged that Francis 
P. Garvan, at one time alien prop- 
erty custodian in charge of German 
dye formulas, sold patents “for a 
song to a company of which the 
same Mr. Garvan is president.” 

Criticisms of other sections of the 
bill are made in his section of the 
report. 

“Among items subject to attack 
by critics are duties placed on ce- 
ment, which, it is contended, will 
benefit the cement trust now under 
indictment, rather than the consume 
ers: on lime that has never slacked 
price with the Underwood rates; on 
slass duties when glass is reported 
to have heen increased to the con- 
sumers 300 per cent in price by a 
glass combine: on raw aluminum 
duties that are alleged to ald the 
aluminum trust; an asphaltum du- 
ties and other items tn the same 
category, all of which are alleged 
to be under control and exactions 
of monopolies and trusts and are 
well able to walk alone under low- 
er rates than are in the bill.” 


TWO HONOR MEN 
AT U. S. PRISON 
SOUGHT BY GUARDS 


Taking advantage of prerogatives 
extended them by assignment to the 
federal honor farm as “honbdr” pris- 
oners, J. R. Williams, No. 12,681 and 
J. B. Isaac, No. 411, Tuesday night 
calmly walked away and have not 
yet been caught. 

Isaac was received at the prison 
on April 28, 1921, from Hickory. 
N. C., canvicted of violation of in- 
ternal revenue laws, and sentenced 
to serve a year and one day. 

Williams, a resident of Ala- 
bama, was received at the Insti- 
tution on June 14, 1921, from Jas- 
per, Ala... where he was tried and 
convicted of violating the national 
prohibition act. His sentence was a 
year and a day. 

It is thought by prison authori- 
ties that the men escaped together. 
as they had recently been very 
friendly and both were found to be 
missing at the same time. Discov- 
ery of their flight was first reported 
at 7 o’clock and up to 11 o’clock no 
trace of their whereabouts had been 
found.

Season’s Peach Crop 
Expected to Total 
About 8,500 Carloads 


Concord, Ga., July 5.—(Special.) 
The peach crop for the present sea- 
son, now leaving the state in long 
trains of refrigerator cars going 
north daily, will amount to 8.500 
carloads, it is estimated. The 
peaches are being sold in the north- 
ern markets at about $2,000 a car- 
load. There are 500 crates in a car-, 
load, and each crate holds’ three 
pecks of peaches, packed in six lit- 
tle baskets. Peach growers this 
year are meeting with great suc- 
cess, 

The northern cities are now huy- 
ing from 300 to 500 cars each day, 
at good prices, and growers believe 
that they will take more when bus- 
iness conditions grow. better and 
money is more plentiful. 

Large canneries, operating in the 
peach growing centers, take the 
faulty fruit and turn it into a profit. 
In the future this plan will be ex- 
tended to care for any over-supply 
of the fruit. 

Peach growers declare that there 
are not enough trees heing grown 
this year to supply the demand. 
There is such a demand for trees 
that many farmers wishing to plant 
orchards are having difficulty secur- 
Ingw trees In cases in which they had 
not niaced the orders for their trees 
in advance. 


WOODMEN OF WORLD 
MEETING IN NEW YORK 


New York, July 5.—W. A. Fraser, 
of Omaha, sovereign commander of 
the Woodmen of the World, in his 
annual reports submitted to the 
Woodmen's national convention Lere 
today, described the “obstacles 
which were thrown in the way of 
the management by those who are 
always opposed to any new depart- 
ure regardless of its virtue,” and ex- 
plained what measures were to be 
put forth to combat the insurging 
elements. 

“To harass the management, the 
insurging faction brought numerous 
suits in different states, all of which 
were decided in favor of the svcie- 
ty.”’ Commander Fraser said, 

In the prelude, he set forth the 
evolution from what he termed the 
“unscientific plan of rating frater- 
nal societies from their inception 
until the present date, when most 
societies are conforming with the 
laws requiring adequacy of rates.” 
It was through his suggestion, the 
report continued, that the Wood. 
men of the World, made a substan- 
tfal increase in rates as far back 
as 1901, and at almost every national 
convention since that date he 
strongly urged plans for adequacy 
and accomplished his purpose ‘to 
perpetuate the society at the con- 
vention of 1919, which in one stroke 
increased the society's solvency from 
60 to 101 per cent.” 

The uniform rank is an important 
adjunct to any fraternal organiza- 
tion, Mr. Fraser’ stated, and he 


strongly recommended reorganiza- 
tion of this branch on an extensive 
scale. 

Other steps recommended included 
erection of a monument in France 
for the organization’s soldier dead. 
Establishment of a home for aged 
and a sanitarium for members ltu- 
bercularly afflicted.

SOLICITOR SCORES 
ALDINE CHAMBERS

sheuld pay back these expenses for 
transportation, and reimburse the 
county and myself: Young agreed 
to this. Accordingly, the $430 was 
paid over and 1 at*once refunded 
the $400 to the county and reim- 
bursed myself with the $50 remain- 
ing. 

_“This is all there is to the Art 
Young matter. Art Young has re- 
ceived a substantial sentence in 
prison and has reimbursed the pub- 
lic authorities for the expense. of 
bringing him back to the state, 

“This utterly groundless charge 
is a fair sample of all the charges 
which Chambers has brought. As 
I have heretofore stated, Chambers 
lg merely using these old thread- 
bare charges for the purpose of 
slandering me.” 


Chambers Considers Plans. 

Aldine Chambers, Tuesday night 
was considering whether or not he 
would follow one of two, or both, or 
neither paths of prosecution, sug- 
gested by Judge John D. Humphries, 
of the superior court of Fulton 
county, who had declined to insti- 
gate action against the public prose- 
cutor before the grand jury, as re- 
quested by the lawyer. 

Judge Humphries in a reply to Mr. 
Chambers’ communication asking for 
grand jury action, pointed out to 
the former police commission, who 
is also an attorney, that the law 
makes specific provision for the han- 
dling of charges against the solici- 
tor-general. Judge Humphries told 
him that if he or any other citizen 
made affidavit bringing specific 
charges against the solicitor-gener- 
al, it would be the duty of the court 
to appoint a competent attorney to 
draw up an indictment and present 
it to the grand jury for action. In 
case that method is not desirable 
to the complainant, he may go be- 
fore the grand jury in person and re- 
quest that body for an investigation, 
in which case the grand jury can re- 
quest the court to name a special 
prosecutor if the grand jury so de- 
sires. , 
Called Grand Jury’s Attention. 

In his communication to Mr. 
Chambers, Judge Humphries lets it 
be known, by inference, that Mr. 
Chambers’ complaint has heen sent 
to that body. “I called the grand 
jury’s attention especially to your 
letter and at the same time read to 
the grand jury the provisions of the 
law for prosecutions against the 
solicitor-general,” says Judge Hum- 
phries. 

However, through Tuesday the 
grand jurors had not asked the court 
for the appointment of a special 
prosecutor, according to the pro- 
visions of the law. 

Should the grand jury take no cog- 
nizance of Mr, Chambers’ importu- 
nities—which is regarded as highly 
probable—Mr. Chambers still has 
the alternative of making affidavit 
to the court, charging specific mis- 
conduct against the solicitor-gen- 
eral in which case the court will 
name a special prosecutor at once. 

The Chambers’ letter to Judge 
Humphries does not differ mate- 
rially in the charges brought, from 
the letter written to Governor Dor- 
sey passed along to Governor Hard- 
wick. or from the letter written to 
Governof Hardwick. which Govern- 
or Hardwick passed along back to 
Mr. Chambers, with a suggestion 
that he seek relief before the leg- 
islature, the onlvy hody authorized 
to impeach officials, 

It does bring in new specific 
charges, relative to the payment of 
$450 to Solicitor-General Boykin bv 
the wife of Art Young, convicted 
confidence man. 

The Young Charges, 

This part of the communication 
reads: 

Art Young, jointly indicted with Swifty 
Kline and Mark Tillery in both the state 
and federal courts, was arrested in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. My information is that 
the federal court there went into the 
question and decided that the indictment 
here was not good against Young and re- 
fused to return him here on the demand 
of the federal district court. It was then 
that Loykin got busy, took out requisition 
papers, had Bert Donaldosn appointed agent 
for the State of Georgia and sent him to 
Utah for Young. When he got there, 
Young resisted, and the indentification was 
somewhat mixed up, as was the Tillery 
case, but he was duly returned. He ar- 
rived in Atlanta on Saturday, June 18, 1921, 
as the prisoner of the State of Georgia. 

He was carried to the United States dis- 
trict attorney's office in the federal build- 
ing and there met Mr. Boykin. Negotia- 
tions had been going on between Donaldson 
and Young on the way back home. They 
were consummated by Boykin. Young was 
taken to the courtroom, \where the judge 
took a plea of guilty. There were present 
the judge. the district attorney, John A. 
Boykin, the prisoner, Art Young, a deputy 
marshal, Bert Donaldson and Mrs. Young. 
A plea was entered and the court imposed 
sentence—a term of two years in the At- 
lanta penitentiary. Mrs. Young became very 
much excited and stated that this was not 
in accordance with the agreement. Mr. Boy- 
kin went into the marshal’s office, wuere 
he had a conversation with Young and his 
wife, and was paid by them the sum of 
$450. Later, on the Monday following, the 
district attorney made certain statements 
to the judge and the court changed the 
sentence from two years to one year and 
a day and a fine. In these matters there 
is no criticism of the federal authorities 
made or due to be made. Boykin and Don- 
)aldson are the men who manipulated the 
affair. 

Had Young been represented by capable 
counsel, he would not have entered a plea 
in the federal court to the indictment in 
this case, and that been the only matter 
he was deallzg with. If he had a lawyer 
Roykin was it. It will be a remarkable 
thing if Boykin accepted $450 from Young, 
turned him over to. the federal court, after 
he had been brought back as a prisoner of 
the State of Georgia, and then undertook to 
try him In the state courts, It is also a re- 
markable thing that the solicitor-general. 
prosecuting a man in the state court, should 
represent him in the federal court where 
he was wanted on the same transaction. In 
justice to the situation I may say that in 
my opinion as a lawyer, the federal indict- 
ment will not stand the test of a trial, and 
that neither Tillery nor Swifty will ever 
be tried in that court on this charge. 

No Longer Wonder. 

In my former letter I made some refer- 
ence to the statements that had been made 
to the effect that Young had implicated 
Tillery in his confession, and at that time 
Sl er why he was not before the 
state court when Tillery was tried. Since 
I heve learned of the payment of the money 
to Boykin, and his activities in this matter, 
I no longer wonder that he did not have 
Young present when he tried Tillery. 

am inclosing @. newspaper clipping 
containing published ¢opy of my letter to 
Governor Hardwick June 28, which will give 
more in detail the matters herein touched 
upon. 

Vrhere are many other offenses Boykin 
has committed. He is guilty of a miade- 
meanor in connection with his first quarter- 
ly report this year on the income and ex- 
penses of his office, as he did not file 
it within the time prescribed by law, and 
this is made a misdmeanor by statute. 

He has fatied to try case after case 
ef felonies, including some to which the 
just retired grand jury itself called at- 
tention.

Judge Humphries’ Reply. 


Judge Himphries’ reply to Mr. 
Chambers was as follows: ' 

I have your letter of the 4th, in which 
you make certain charges agatast John 
A. Boykin, solicitor-general of this court, 
and ask me to call the grand jury's at- 
tention specially to those charges in my 
instructions to the new grand jury that 
was empaneled and sworn today ior the 
July term of the court. 

It being the duty of a presidiing judge 
to hold himself Impartial, as regards all 
issues that might arise In the cour il 
have never thought it proper for a judze 
to specifically direct a prosecution agaiust 
any individual. I have always in my 
charges to the grand jury urged them to 
uphold all the laws of the state and to 
indict all persons guilty of a violation wf 
the criminal laws of the state. This I did 
in my charge to the grand jury. 

I called the grand jury's attentiag spe- 
eclally to your letter, and at the same time 
read to the grand jury the provisions of 
the law for prosecutions against the solici 
tor-general. These are clear and specifiv. 
Any individual who wishes to prosecute the 
solicitor general may make affidavit be- 
fore the court or grand jury that, in ‘his 
judgment, the solicitor-general is guilty of 
an indictable offense and that he desires 
to prosecute him, and in that eveat the 
court will appoint a member of the bar 
to act in the capacity of solicitor-general 
pro tem for such specific duties; or, the 
grand jury may present him for such of- 
fense itself, should it deem proper to do 
80. 

This is all that I think consistent witb 
the duty of a presiding judge. If you 
wish to prosecute the solicitor-general your- 
self, or if anybody else wishes to do se, 
the etatute makes clear and direct pro- 
visions for such action. Likewise, if the 
grand jury in its discretion wishes to 
present charges against the solicitor-cen- 
eral, the law has provided for this action 
on the part of the grand jury.
